-King, orange sales 
manager of the California 
Fruit Growers’ Exchange. 

The Valencia crop this year 
is estimated at 17,886. carloads. 
Approximately 1400 cars were 
moved previous to May 1, or 
about 8 per cent of the esti- 
mated total, If exchange or- 
anges are moved in May at the 
rate of $00 cars weekly, 29 per 
cent of ‘the estimated crop will 
he out of the way by June 1 
“compared with 13.7 per cent in 
1924, Mr. King said. 

It is estimated now that if 
the movement continues at the 
rate of previous years, there 
will be around 700 cars left 
for November movement as 
compared with 591 cars in No- 
vember of 1924. 

The manner in which navel 
oranges moved into the hands 
of the trade in April brought 
a spectacular tone to the mar- 
ket, with some price advance. 
Heavy shipments immediately 
following the rains brought a 
lower market, but still there 
were returned the best prices 
ever, obtained on this volume 
of fruit, according to Mr. 
King.

STALLED BETWEEN 
VINE AND PALM 


Remodeled Station to Be of 
Spanish Mission Style. Wait- 
ing Room to Be Greatly En- 
larged—tTiffany Finish

The Union Pacific Railway began 
work on a new team track Monday 
which is to extend between Vin? 
and Palm Avenues, Ontario, about 
1100 feet on the north of their 
present tracks, for the convenience 
of shippers, and which is to be 
paved on its north side so as to 
make it easily accessible. ‘This 
team track is only one of the finel 
improvements of the program plan- 
ned and being carried out by the 
Wnion Pacific, beginning with

31$15,000 remodelling and enlarging 


of their depot. A fine lawn is 
still to be put in the park to the 
west of the depot, betweea it and 
Fuclid Avenue, and when this 
and the new track are done, and 
a new electric sign erected at 
Euclid, the improvement project 
w.ll be completed and Ontario will 
have one of the most convenient 
and artistic depots and _ station 
grounds anywhere. 

Among the improvements to the 
depot that have just been finished 
are the remodeling of the depot 
building so that it will be through- 
out consistently of the Spanish 
Mission style, by changing the 
windows to casement windows of 
the Spanish type, and placing on 
the roof Mission tiles; enlarging 
the waiting room to more than 
twice its former ‘size, making it 
now about 35 by 21 feet; decorat- 
ing the waiting room in a Tiffany 
finish in very harmonic and rest- 
ful tones, and building new rest 
rooms on at the west end of. the 
huilding. 

In addition to the enlargement 
and redecorating 
of the depot, an extension of 75 
feet has been built to the automo- 
bile unloading platform at the 
freight house; a brick platform 
eight feet in width, constructed of 
special paving brick, built from 
Euclid Avenue east for 700 feet, 
lighted by beautiful post electrol- 
iers; a semaphore of the newest 
and most improved type erected 
near the depot; the street on the 
north -of the depot paved from 
Euclid east for 500 feet, and wild 
flowers sown in the strip of land 
belonging to the railroad and lying 
north of the street.

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Christian Scientists and 
Prohibtion 
(Christian Science Monitor) 

New allies of the antiprohibition forces are 
trying to make it appear that the Christian 
Scientists of the United States are divided on 
the liquor question. It is even asserted in 
glaring headlines that ‘‘Mary Baker Eddy 
Opposed Prohibition,’’ and the effort is made 
thereby to mislead her followers. Mary Baker 
Eddy advocated prohibition before she discov- 
ered Christian Science. At Lynn, Mass., in 
1864, she became a member of the Independent 
Order of Good Templars, and soon became 
one of the officers and one of the speakers of 
the local lodge of this order. Long after- 
ward other members and officers of this lodge 
have recalled and related that Mrs. Eddy’s 
part in its meetings always was noticeable as 
being dignified, courteous, effective and im- 
pressive (Life of Mary Baker Eddy, 1923 edi- 
tion, p. 118). 

When Mrs. Eddy joined the Good Templars 
the platform of this order included the fol- 
lowing planks: ‘‘Total abstinence from all in- 
toxicating liquor as a beverage,’’ and ‘‘The 
absolute prohibition of the manufacture, im- 
portation and sale of intoxicating liquors for 
such purposes.’’ At ‘that time, also, each ot 
the lodges held a meeting every week, attend- 
ed by both sexes, which provided ‘excellent 
education in parliamentary practice’? and 
kept ‘‘constantly before the minds of members 
the principles of total abstinence and prohibi- 
tion’’ (History of the Independent Order of 
Good Templars by the Rev. T. F. Parker 
(1881), p. 128). 

As a Christian Scientist, Mrs. Eddy main- 
tained the same position. Thus she 
‘‘Whatever intoxicates a man, stultifies and 
causes him ‘to degenerate physically and mor- 
ally. Strong drink is unquestionably an evil, 
and evil used temperately: its 
slightest use is abuse; hence the only tem- 
perance is total abstinence’’ (Miscellaneous 
Writings, pp. 288-289). Moreover, it was part 
of her politics ‘‘to help support a righteous 
government’’ (Miscellany, p. 276). There is 
not a word in Mrs. Eddy’s writings which can 
be fairly construed to indicate that she would

have been in favor of modifying in any de- 
gree a constitution or law prohibting the sale 
of intoxicating drink. 

Among the Christian Science churches and 
their members there is today no doubt as to 
the position they should hold on this question. 
The chief exeeutive authority of the church is 
the Board of Directors of The First Church of 
Christ. Scientist, in Boston, Mass. This body, 
on the fifteenth of April last, adopted the fol- 
lowing resolutions and caused them to be pre- 
sented to ‘the Senate Judiciary Committee :

On the day set aside for this purpose by the 
Senate Committee, resolutions upholding pro- 
hibition were presented from 283 Christian

hundreds of such communications, too late to 
get into the official record, have come to the 
Washington office of The Christian Science 
Monitor and are still coming. To date they 
number 615 from churches, 235 from societies,

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and 1200 from individuals. Not one official 
declaration from an authorized church hostile 
to prohibition ean be cited. 

Any effort to make it appear that here is 
dissension among Christian Scientists upon 
this issue is obviously misleading and must 
fail. The Discoverer of Christian Science, and 
Founder of this newspaper, wrote of the in- 
sidious effort of error to undermine jaw: ‘‘Cer- 
tain elements in human nature would under- 
mine the civic, social and religious rights and 
laws of nations and peoples, striking at lib- 
erty, human rights, and self-government— 
and this, too, in the name of God, justice, and 
humanity !”’ (Message to The Mother 
Church for 1900, p. 10).

Danger in Decrease of Products 


(Hemet News) 

As the result of a survey just completed, 
the National Industrial Conference has issued 
a warning to the nations and to the world of 
the danger ni the steadily decreasing agricul- 
tural production of food supplies. The de- 
crease of agricultural output in proportion to 
population gain in the United States, says the 
board, ‘‘should challenge the attention of all 
classes, including that of the urban manufac- 
turing and commercial population, for reasons 
of self-interest if no other.’’ 

While England has overdeveloped indus- 
trially and neglected agricultural] expansion, 
Australia, France, Argentina and India’ show 
inereases—meaning increased competition for 
the American farmer.

When quite thick, beat 
with wire whisk until frothy, fold 
in stiffly beaten egg whites and 
whipped cream. Pile by spoonfuls 
in sherbert glasses. Chill and 


serve with custard sauce. 


Planked Steak with Vegetabies 

You will need a steak plank for 
this and a steak 1% inches thick. 
Broil the steak on a very hot 
broiler over a quick fire ten or 
twelve minutes, turning several 
times. Heat steak plank slightly 
and grease well. Put steak on 
plank and have ready mashed po- 
tatoes. Put these around steak, 
through a pastry tube or with a 
spoon, making hollow nests of po- 
tato in which you can put two 
or more other vegetables. But- 
tered peas, baked stuffed toma- 
toes, diced buttered carrots, cook- 
ed string beans, small fried or 
baked onions make a _ satisfying 
garnish for a steak. ‘Brush over 
the potato, tomato and onions with 


githe beaten yolk of an egg, diiuted 


with a little milk or water to 
make it glaze and brown easily. 
Place in a hot oven (400 degrees 
F) and cook 6 to 8 minutes or 
until potatoes brown and steak is 
finished cooking. Serve at once, 
garnished with parsley. 


Cream Cheese and Apricot 
Sandwiches 

Mix together equal parts cream 
cheese and apricot pulp made by 
pressing through a sieve stewed 
or canned apricots which have 
been well drained. Add enough 
mayonnaise to make of good 
spreading consistency and finely 
chopped nuts, if desired. Spread 
between thin buttered slices of 
bread. Remove crusts and cut 
sandwiches in halves diagonally. 


Jellied Tuna Fish 

2 tablespoons gelatin 

% cup cold water 

3-4 cup mayonnaise 

Y% teaspoon salt 

1-8 teaspoon paprika ~ 

1 tablespoon vinegar 

Few grains cayenne 

1 cup tuna fish, flaked 

1 cup chopped celery 

1 cup chopped olives 

% cup chopped green pepper 

3 tablespoons chopped pimiento 

Soak gelatin in cold water five 
minutes. Dissolve over hot water 
and add mayonnaise, salt, paprika, 
vinegar and cayenne. Mix to- 
gether flaked tuna fish, celery, 
olives, green pepper and :pimiento 
and add to mayonnaise mixture, 
Put into fancy mold which has 
been dipped in cold water and 
chill until firm. When ready to 
serve, unmold on crisp lettuce and 
garnish with mayonnaise. 


Hors D’Quevre 

An hors d’ouevre is an assort- 
ment of several kinds of relishes 
which are served as a first course 
at luncheon or dinner. An at- 
tractive plate is made up of one 
or two small stalks of celery stuff- 
ed with Roequefort or other snappy 
cheese; one slice of fresh tomato 
on which is placed a half of a 
devilled egg; two or three olives; 
one or two small radishes cut in 
rose shapes, and the whole plate 
garnished with a spray or two of 
watercress or several tiny leaves 
of tender lettuce. Keep in ice-box 
until ready to serve. Place on the 
table before you seat your guests. 


Baked Virginia Ham 

Wash the ham well with a brush 
and warm water, then put it into 
a deep pot and cover with cold 
water. Bring to the boiling point 
as quickly as possible. Pour. off 
the water, cover again with fresh 
boiling water, bring to boil.- Re- 
duce heat and simmer two to three 
hours or until tender when tested 
with a fork. Take from pot and 
remove the skin. Score the fat 
in squares with knife, cover it 
with brown sugar and stick a 
whole clove in each square. Put} 
in roasting pan, fat side up, with 
3-4 cup water. Brown in moderate 
oven (350 degrees F.) 25 to 30 
minutes. Serve hot or cold.
